preſent them withal , net only by 
exquititetortures 0 their Bodics, and 
ruine of their Eſtates ; but allo by the 
wounding of clicir Reputation (if pol- 
fible ) through the detration of 
flanderous and ma:it ey Tongues. 
Bat as we have learned of our Maſter 
to go through good Me: It and evil ; 
ſo that holy and Chriftiar: Spirit has 
taught us to rejoice and |< exceeding 
glad, when Mer: ſpea ail manner of 
evil of us falſly for its name ſake. 
And indeed, therc is little reaſon to 
be given, why we {1;cu!'d nor be par- 
takers of his Portion . V n0 enduring 
the Croſs, delpiicd the ſhame, and 
ſuffer2d the conrra {ifion of fingers ;

And 
think thar all the Calumnies, ſlan- 
ders, and abuſes, which Ignorance 
and Envy can heap upon us, to be 1n- 
hnitely leſs than what we deſerve: Be 
pleaſed then to take this following 
refutation in Paper, fince you are 
dull of apprehenſion, or will not un- 
derftand it by word of mouth. This

ſeeks no ſavour at your hands; fince 
we are without hope to meet with a- 
ny better meaſure, than what her 
Enemies have formerly given. Our 
Religion drawing its Original from 
Heaven, is indeed a Stranger upon 
Earth ; where we conclude it mutt 
meet with as many Enemies as the 
Author thereof: all that we defire is, 
that it might not be condemned un- 
known; which if any (hall refuſe, 
they will not only ftand charged with 
manifeſt injuſtice , but may be juſtly 
ſulpeRed to a wilfully againſt the

2+ It is Ignorance of the truth we 
proſeſs, which makes your Cenſlures 
againſt us, unjuſt : you ſay we are no 
Chriſtians; but it is becauſe you 
know not what DoRrines we hold, 
it is that which blinds your eyes, 
which renders your Judgements fau]- 
ty: were it a thing which ought to 
be hated, yet nothing is more unjuſt 
than to ſpeak evil of it, before it is 


known. It is not the evil of the 


thing, but a Mans knowledge there- 
of, which gives him a right to con- 
demn it ; till when we fall not under 
the laſh of your Judgement. Did you 
know our Religion, the holineſs and 
Piety thereof, you could not but em- 
brace it ; unleſs you wilfully ſhould 
refuſe the offers of the ſaving health.

And yet \certainiy the 
Folly and Ignorance of our Adverſa- 
ries far ſurpaiſeth this, in that they 
arc {o far from deſiring to know the

truth, that they hate and malign all 
ſuch as but offer (although in kind- 
neſs } to inform them therecf : ſuch 
is the power and force of blind Zeal, 
that it makes all its proftitutes chuſc 
rather to be the Vaſlals of wilful Ig- 
norance, than torelinquiſh the great- 
eſt of abſurditics, although in ex- 
change for that whoſe own worth
